Oincinoati baa during the past week 


been the scene of a riot of a most dis- 
graceful character *nd simply terrible for 
results. 
On Friday evening between 


eight and nine thousand persons, all but 
two of them males met In Music Hall to 
express their indignation at a recent 
palpable miscarriage of justice in their 
city. A criminal named Berber was 
tried on a cliargo of murder and confessed 
his crime. 
The juiy, however, in spite of 


bis unmUta kablc' guilt, returned a verdict 
of manslaughter, and the culprit was ac- 
cordingly spared the gallows and sen- 
tenced instead to twenty years' imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary, the full limit of 
"the law. .\i this case followed upon 
others in which tha popular sense of jus- 
tice was outraged, tbe speeches made at 
the Music I lair meeting proved of a very 
inflammatory nature. 
As the speaking 


progressed the excitement increased and 
the opplausu at times was terrific. 
Tbe 


strongest denunciations of the Burner 
verdict met the greatest favor. The dis- 
play of several suggestive ropes in the 
audience elicited wild and, prolonged ap- 
plause. A proposition to form a vigilunce 
committee was received with enthusiastic 
yells and tremendous applause. Resolu- 
tion? wore passed declaring thti jury 
unfit to live iu a civilized community,aml 
at tbe same time condemning illegal; 
modes of punishing crime.' Such changes 
in the laws of thu States were demanded 
as should insure a more speedy aiid effec- 
tive administration of criminal laws, aud 
the meeting broke up. 


As the excited thousands were pouring 


out of the hal| a cry was heard : "To the 
jail! 
Come on: follow me and hang 


Beraer." The crowd replied 
with a 


bourse shotit and were soon surrounding 
tbt city jail. The sheriff, learning of 
their approach, caused the rioi alarm to 
be sounded, but the police who responded 
to the call were assaulted by the mob and 
driven aw.iy. 
A few men forced their 


way into tlie jail and set one portion of 
it on fire. But the flames were soon ex- 
tinguished and the mob subsequently gave 
up their attempt to reach the prisoners, 
having learned It is presumed, that the 
particular object of their vengeance had 
been sent to Columbus during the pre- 
vious afternoon.. Meanwhile the militia 
were called upon to protect the jail, but 
the mob scorned in no wise intimidated. 
Neighboring gun stores were pillaged and 
the mob secured quantities of guns and 
ammunition. On Saturday night they set 
fire to the Court house, and the Treasur- 
er's office, the Coroner's office and Audi- 
tor's offici! were sooti burning fiercely. 
The firemen vainly sought to take meas- 
ures to extinguish the flames, being pre- 
vented by tbe mob. 
Many court records 


were accordingly destroyed. 
Already 


several lives had been lost, and the militia 
being present were ordered to charge the 
mob. Shooting with a O.itling gun was 
commenced, and at the first shot six per- 
sons in the crowd went down. Other 
weapons were used by the soldiers, nnd 
towards four o'clock Sunday morning 
comparatively quiet was restored and the 
mob bad to a great degree dispersed, 
leaving some of their leaders in the 
hands of the police, who adroitly captured 
them and speedily placed them in jail. 
At least five persons were killed during 
Friday night's attack upon the jail, snd a 
down or more were wounded, 
but the 


marl work of the rioters during Saturday 
night resulted in a far more appalling 
list of dead and wounded. By Sunday 
night it was known that at least twenty- 
four persons in all had been killed and 
over fifty wounded, many of them serious- 
ly. .On, Sunday the Governor of the

CINCINNATI, April ].—The following 


is the substance of an editorial in the 
Commerci«l-Ga*'Ue of to-day, which is nn 
accurate presentment of the situation 
here, and bat attracted much attention : 


"The time ha'come for taking, an ac- 


count for salvage for three days' destruc- 
tion and terror 
Firtt, we have sayed 


our jailful of murderers. We have killed 
lorty-five innocent men, and wounded 
and maincd 145 more—all to save our 
jailful o(' murderers. We have burned 
our fine court bouse, with records of three- 
quarters of a century, creating confusion 
which a whole generation will not suffice 
to settle. But what is that by the side 
of a jailful of murderers saved from pop- 
ular excitement 1 We have converted a 
just.popular- impulse against the prostra- 
tion of .law before crime into a war be- 
tween an unorganized people, incensed to 
acts of blind vengeance against the au- 
thorities who killed them to protect the 
murderers. 
We have lost all, but not 


our jailful of murderers, not having saved 
even our honor. The reign of law and 
order is restored in Cincinnati—that law 
and order whicli makes murder the safest 
trade, and which has made impotent the 
administration of law against crimes of 
atrocity. We have vindicated all prac- 
tical forms and rules and traps and tricks 
which make the trial of a murderer a

farce and degrade the judiciary to the 
sole ond of having known and proved 
murderers saved from conviction, and of rate of growth." 
promoting the trade of criminal lawyers. 
Is any citizen of Cincinnati content with 
this salvage except the jailful of murder- 
ers, and the criminal class, and the crimi- 
nal lawyers 1 Is there a decent citizen 
who feels that these slain citizens should 
bo 
infamously buried us malefactors, 


while the jailful of murderers are to be 
held innocent till afcer an exhaustion of 
all means to put witnesses out of the way 
and to fix justice, and of every trick of 
law they shall have been convicted '! 


"However unfortunate their action, the 


mass of men that moved from the meet- 
ing at Music Hall to the jail and began 
an attack upon it were moved by an im- 
pulse on the side of justice and law 
against the rc;ipn of crime before which 
the law had become impotent. Unthink- 
ing persons speak of such popular im- 
pulse as a crim'c, forgetting that the 
right to protect itself against crime is a 
right of socif ty and is conferred by it on 
its agents, and that society docs not lose 
its rights bcc uiso its agents have become 
impotent. 
The movement was a terrible 


mistake because it was made by a sudden 
impulse, without organization or plan or 
material. Let the sober judgment of the 
public keep a just discrimination between 
the first impulse of the people and the 
subsequent acts of blind vengeance of a 
crowd 
maddened by bloodshed. 
This 


affair is wholly different from any other 
conflict between rioters and authorities 
in this country and must not be judged 
by 'any of them. It was r.ot of workmen 
against workmen nnd against the prop- 
erty of great, corporations which were 
trying to get along without them. Nor 
was it like the riots against the draft. 
Those were riotf against the law, justice, 
public sentiment and property. 
But this 


began in an uprising of the people on the 
side of justice, and law and order, where 
the administration of the law had failed 
to serve the poblic safety. 
The fee!tug 


which suddenly took an impulse of move- 
ment was felt by. all'of the law abiding 
citizens. 
Ill judged as it was in acting 


without organization or deliberation in a1 


city where tha means of supporting the 
regular authority can so quickly be sum- 
moned, the feeling which moved it was a 
true representation of healthy public sen- 
timent. 
Neither experience, observation 


nor public Discussion has taught the peo- 
ple of Cincinnati that the administration 
of criminal law is on the side of justice, 
law and order. They have seen that its 
chief end is to giv« immunity to mur- 
derers'. ••'The Benlerverdict is but an 
incident in tlis failure of justice. The 
odious verdict in the Berner trial is not 
so bad as that imbecile quibbling of the 
Supremo Court, which twice, set aside the 
verdict of murder in the McHugh case. 


"The feeling of the mass that .stood 


before the. jiil. Friday .night was, that 
which pervaded the whole people; 
Its 


action waa mistaken,- but its fueling Was 
no-crime, for ft was the public'Sentiment. 
Not' before in America lias thqre been 
such an .array of people and, justice on 090 
side and of police force and military sup- 


"The Progress of Fish Culture," is sit 


forth in the April Century, with numer- 
ous pictures arid drawings, by Fred Ma- 
ther, who descrives as follows the method 
of marking filb : "In the mode of ob- 
taining salmon eggs, a great tfitep in ad- 
vance was made by Mr. Atkins, on the

of these tags accompanied by statements 
of the time and place of capture, the 
weight of the fish, and other information, 
A female salmon, liberated at Bucksport 
November 10, 1875, which weighed six- 
teen pounds after spawning, was capturec 
two years later, and was found to hav< 
grown a foot in length, and. to have in 
creased eight and a half pounds iu weight 
Mr. Buckland also marked salmon b; 
punching holes in the second dorsal fii
